a. Ths 1st aodifieation still aaplogrs a eipherokey 
tape, which inwolwes probleas of pr^eratioa, dapliea~ 
tioD and distribution of tapes| the 2d aodifiontioa re» 
places the tape hgr a systws of interacting cam wbeeia. 

the let aodifieation made no proTiaion for 
aeking a printed record, although it eould be booked 
up with an eleotrical t 7 pewriter unit} the 2d aodifiea- 
tioD peraits of a siapie solutitm to the problem of 
aaktng a printed record, directlj and without the inter~ 
aediaujr of a separate tgrpewritw unit. 

3. Rowawer, the 2d aodifioatixm preeeDts one aery aerious 
dlaadwantage, in that the raaultant oiphar is eoapoaed of Intar- 
mixtures of lattara and figures, beoauae it auat ba responaiwa 
to tha 32 ooabinations of the Baudot, flwo-unit coda. It can 
therefore not be aaplogred on any Horse circuits. 

4. The aeourity of the 2d aodifieation la about tha aaae 
aa tha 1st and is not nearly so high as that affordad by Con- 
verter Type 1I-134-*T-2 or proposed Converter Type B-l6l. 

5* I aa also forwardiag hsrawith still a third aodifieation 
whieh la baliavad to allaiaaie tha disadvantage referred to in 
JPar. 3 above, but it does not provide for direot prlatiag and 
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■•OMaltatei th« intcrvtntlon of m asparat* t/pwrltlag mlt.
